Schanzer, like Mr. Lloyd George, ex- 
pressed his astonishment to the 
German official who handed ‘hhim the 
text of the treaty just ‘before the! 
meeting. Everybody is furious, but 
the allies will take no definite action 
uniil they have the night to think th: 
matter over. It ia not thought the in- 
efdent will result in breaking up the 
conference. , 
British Premitr’s View | 
Mr. Lloyd George heard of the 
treaty quite accidentally while on his 
way to the conference at Sig. Facta's. 
He sent word by the German secre- 
tary who brought a copy of the treaty. 
that he took a very grave view of 
Germany's action and was unable to 
understand why they thus had gone 
behind the backs of the powers.

The communication continues as 
follows: 

“It may be sald that Germany and 
Russia have drawn a big line under, 
the acounts of the past and thave cre- 
ated in supersession to the treaty of 
Brest-litovsk (which has become ob- 
solete) a fresh statute of rights which 
ensures the two peoples complete 
equality and sure conditions for the, 
economic co-operation in peace, The! 
two governments have taken their 
stand on realities by suppressing all 
obstacles arising from the past whica 
!s the only way to make posstble all) 
developments that may be expected 
from their co-operation in the fu- 
ture,”’ 

Germany was not invited to tho 
conference at Mr. Lioyd George's villa 
where Great Britain, France, Belgium 
and Italy were dealing with the Rus- 
sian delegates on Russian problems 
but while these sessions at the villa 
were proceeding the German delegates 
were conducting negotiations of their 
own with the Russlana which culmin-)| 
ated in the treaty. 

Since Count Mirbach'y death and 
the recall of Dr. Helfferich, who suc- 
ceeded him for a short time, the Ger-| 
mans have not fully empowered diplo- 
matic officials at Moscow, Under a 
commercial treaty they had com-, 
merelel agents, with limited diplo- 
matic powers but this treaty signed 
at Rappalo regularnizes their relations 
and puts the two nations on the same) 
plane of equality which existed before 
the war.

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A New Re-Aligument in Europe. 


If Lenin has not thrown a mon- 
key wrench into the machinery at 
Genoa he has certainly made a 
spectacular try at it. Germany 
and the Soviet have concluded a 
treaty which re-establishes nor- 
mal official relationship between 
the two countries. 

The announcement is made at 
the time when it might be ex- 
pected to produce the maximum 
effect in other quarters. The 
Bolshevik chieftain is anxious to 
re-create Russian credit abroad; 
in other words, to gain power to 
borrow in the money centres of 
Western Europe. He has been 
told that the hope is vain unless 
he first acknowledges Russia’s 
debts to foreign lenders, as a 
guarantee of future good inten- 
tions. Now comes the announce- 
ment that Germany is to trade 
with Russia ‘‘as tsual.’’ If that 
means anything it means that 
German financial and commercial 
interests will be allowed. and en- 
couraged to do business in Russia, 
while other foreigners are either 
excluded or left to take chances 
if they buy Russian bonds, make 
investments in the country or ship 
goods there. 

Lenin no doubt counts on the 
capitalists and commercial cap- 
tains of other countries bringing 
pressure to bear upon their re- 
spective Governments to follow 
Rerlin’s lead and make a bargain 
with the Soviet on what terms 
may be possible. That would open 
the money markets of Europe to 
the new ezar and enable him to

The last note from the Reparations 
Commission practically demanded 
that the Allies be given power of 
supervision over German finance, 
and specifically required that new 
taxation be imposed in Germany 
amounting to 60 billion marks. 
The German Government refused 
these demands, in the following 
definite terms :— 

‘In regard to the supervision 
contemplated by the Reparations 
Commission, the German Govern- 
ment cannot consent to any form 
of supervision incompatible with 
Germany’s financial 
ence, The German Government 
is prepared to furnish the Repara- 


tions Commission with any infor- | 


mation it may require on the situ- 
ation and on the financial opera- 
tions carried on in Germany. No 
Government, however, could al- 
low a foreign country to exercise 
any definite influence on the crea- 
tion and application of legislative 
measures,’’ 

_ The Allies have not been unfeel- 
ing in their treatment of Ger- 
many, and under unchanged con- 
ditions might have been expected 
to modify their demands rather 
than carry matters to a crisis. If, 
however, Germany is to excuse it- 
self from paying its debts on the 
ground that it is hard up, while 
German financial and commercial 
interests exploit Russia, the situa- 
tion is materially different, It 
will not be strange under those 
circumstances if the Allies insist 
upon a measure of supervision 
which will make the proceeds 
from this new field of enterprise 
opened up to Germany assessable 
for reparations payments.

Sir,—Allow me, Sir, the privilege 
through your valuable columns io 
address an open letter to the legal 
fraternity of Alberta. 

Gentleman, where are we at? 


At the 1919 session of the provin- 
cal legsiature a bill was passed— 
passed unanimously, and recetved tho 
consent of the lieutenagt-governor, 
In other words, every member of the 
provincial government agreed that 
the export liquor act was good legis- 
lation and voted for it, | 

The bill was introduced by the 
Hon, Mr. Boyle, attorney-general at 
that time, and almed to close up the 
entire wholesale liquor trade within 
the province. Our readers will re- 
member at that same session the 
provincial government passed a 
unanimous resolution calling on the 
federal government to take a referen- 
dum in the province to find out the 
opinion of the people on the continu- 
ation of import for beverage pur- 
poses, The provincial government 
realized that this wholes@le liquor 
traffic being carried on tn the pro- 
vince, presumably for export pure 
poses, but really for local purposes, 
was a menace to law enforcement 
and they decided to get rid of it by 
special legimation This legislation 
in addition to the carrying of ‘he 
referendum would g¢reate a condition 
that would make !{t absolutely neces- 
sary for those requiring liquor to pur- 
chase same through the provincial 
vendor gtores in Hdmonton and Cal- 
gary. 

The bill was paseed,—-the whole- 
sale stores were closed up. 

They remained closed until a de- 
elsion of the Alberta court of appeal 
on an action of the Gold Seal Liquor 
company reopened them, and they 
have remained open ever since, 
(Some of them.) | 

These liquor stores imported large 
stocks of liquor duuring the remain- 
ing few monthe that Importation was 
allowed after the passing of the 1929 
referendum, and !t has been theae 
atocks that have Wwapt continuallly 
leaking out into the province, con- 
trary to law, of course, but none tha)! 
lees leaking to the detriment of law | 
enforcement. 

Fonowing the decision of the ap- 
peal court, the provinoial govern. 
ment handed back the keys and from 
that time until a very short time ago 
when the new government commenc- 
ed to look into the matter there was 
no supervision by any authority over 
these liquor warehouses.
